In the abstract: 

Abstract: A multi-layer covering includes a flexible fabric layer. The fabric layer may be 
a fluffy blanket or a mesh. Whoro tho fabr i c l ayer i s a b l anket i t has a th i cknoss of 2mm 
to 5mm, and i s i n th e form of a batt or w e av e or spun bond e d l ay e r, and d e f i n i ng gaps 
between tho strands of i n tho b l anket. Whoro tho fabr i c l ayer i s a mosh tho spac i ng 
b e tw ee n adjac e nt strands of th e m e sh i s 3mm to 20mm. The multi-layer covering further 
includes a metallic reflective foil (or paper) support layer, and a layer of adhesive 
protected by a peel-off backing layer for ease of applying the covering to a surface. 
When covering a wall, the covering is stuck to the wall and one or more protective 
coatings of paint render such as acrylic are applied to the blanket with a brush or roller 
or spray. Acry li c rondor pa i nts typ i ca ll y i ncludes a ro l at i vo l y th i ck m i xture of comont, 
sand and acry li c po l ym e r. Th e coars e sand and c e m e nt part i c le s p e n e trat e i nto th e 
gaps between tho f i bres of tho b l anket or tho ho l os i n tho batt as far as tho face of tho 
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wa ll and saturat e th e b l ank e t w i th acry li c r e nd e r po i nt. The blanket provides an even 
surface when coated with render paint and avoids the need for extensive preparation of 
the wall. The covering may also be applied to floors, ceilings and roofs and covered with 
differing coatings, including acrylic render, plaster, paint, glue, and other surface 
treatments. The covering may be used to cover cracks and undulations in buildings and 
other structures.
